CREWKERNE recycling collectors could be forgiven for 
thinking Birds Close resident, Clifford Wellman, had a 
drinking problem, based on the number of cans and 
bottles he puts out for collection every week. 

In truth rather than having a problem, Mr Wellman is 
solving one - that of littering. 

Despite being 85 and using a walking frame, this civic 
-minded soul spends time on a daily basis picking up 
after other people all across the town, popping his finds 
into the carrier on his walking frame and putting them 
out each week for the doorstep collection. Often he 
goes back to the same spot more than once, taking all 
he can carry each time and finds as many as 300 bottles 
and cans in a week. 

When the doorstep recycling service came into being 
and the collectors said they would take any bottles and 
cans Mr Wellman picked up, he became a man on a mis¬ 
sion and was even given a grabber by the district coun¬ 
cil. 

He said:"l like doing it, because I think to myself if I can 
help someone I will. I was taught never to throw rubbish 
down and I don't understand why other people do it. I 
won't get so many now the kids have gone back to 
school, I find a lot of plastic bottles especially up on Bin- 
combe and around Severalls. It's mostly lemonade and 
things but sometimes alchohol. It seems funny to me 
but a lot of times I find full cans chucked on the grass 
across the road. I found four full cans one day, I can't un¬ 
derstand it. 

"I wish there was a bin across the road at Chubbs 
Lawn, they've been asking for years but no luck, and 
there aren't enough bins on Henhayes. 

" Mind you I donit know if it would do any good. Some 
of these kids are so lazy, they sit and eat their fish and 
chips right by the bin and still throw it down on the 
ground so I let it bide there, if they can't be bothered 
when it's right there, why should I pick up after them. I 
think itis disgusting. 

"It's down to attitude but there have been bad times 
before and we have them again, I know you can't tar 
them all with the same brush, you've got good and bad 
everywhere. 

"I'm told they melt down the cans and bottles and 
make new things, it's a good thing this recycling and I 
love doing it."

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Keeping the old skills alive in Chard

CHARD Museum 
marked English Heritage 
weekend with a few live 
exhibits in the barn. 

Bill the Bodger together 
with friends Graham Lid- 
diatt and Afie Drewer 
were showing their mas¬ 
tering of the ancient skills 
of bodging - woodturning 


with a pole lathe. This 
would have been made up 
in the woodland where 
the tree was felled to¬ 
gether with a chopping 
block and shave horse 
and furniture was made 
with the green wood. The 
men, all from around 
Chard, said it was impor¬ 


tant to keep the old skills 
alive. 

Hillary Mead was play¬ 
ing the accordion to cre¬ 
ate the atmosphere of 
yesteryear and model 
makers John Courtney 
and Harold Grabham 
were exhibiting their 
scale models of vehicles 
from the past. 

Mr Courtney had made 
a wooden model of a 
steam powered road loco¬ 
motive designed and 
patented by Chard inven¬ 
tor, Joseph Hawker in 
1872. It is argued that the 
wheel tracks he patented 
were the forerunner to the 
modern tank track. 

The museum had been 
trying for years to find 
someone to make a model 
from the plans they had in 
their archives. Mr Court¬ 
ney has lived in Chard for 
about nine years after 
having a holiday home 
there for 25 years. A car¬ 
penter by trade, he said it 
took him about three 
months to build the 
model engine, working 
five hours a day for six 
days a week. 


He added: “The draw¬ 
ings they gave me didn’t 
have much detail and 
when I made the drive 
wheel to the specification 
on the drawings, it didn’t 
work so I had to modify it 
slightly. We don’t know if 
a full sized working ver¬ 
sion was ever made. The 
tracks took longer than 
the rest of it altogether, 
there were 600 pieces. 
The body is made out of 
modelling ply and the 
chimney is made from 
Steradent tubes. I have 
been model making for 
about 25 and when you 
are a scratch modeller 
you use anything you can 
lay your hands on. 

“The museum have 
asked me to make a 
model of the Somerset 
wagon they have here 
next, I worked at 
Heathrow airport for 
many years so living in 
Chard and making mod¬ 
els is a much better life!” 

Model boat maker 
Harold Grabham was 
brought up in Winsham 
and now lives in the 
town.

A NURSE from Stoke Sub 
Hamdon has been short¬ 
listed for a prestigious na¬ 
tional award for her work 
developing a ‘toolkit’ for 
reducing the spread of in¬ 
fection from the stomach 
bug, Norovirus. 

Jo Howarth, a qualified 
nurse and infection pre¬ 
vention lead with NHS 
Somerset’s Patient Safety 
Team, developed the 
‘toolkit’ to ensure a sys¬ 
tematic and methodical 
approach was adopted by 
health and social care 
services to reduce the risk 
of Noro virus being spread. 

Her initiative has now 
been shortlisted in this 
year’s Nursing Times 
2011 Awards under the 
category Infection Preven¬ 
tion and Control. If suc¬ 
cessful she could be 
amongst the award win¬ 
ners announced at a spe¬ 
cial ceremony held on 
Wednesday, November 
2nd, at the Hilton Park 
Lane, London. 

The approach involves 
participation by schools, 
nurseries, care homes and 
hospitals in the county to 
ensure timely communica¬ 


tion of cases of suspected 
Norovirus and prompt ac¬ 
tion by health staff to min¬ 
imise the risk of spread. 
The toolkit has been dis¬ 
seminated across the 
southwest region by the 
Strategic Health Authority. 

Mrs Howarth had been a 
special guest speaker at the 
Chard, llminster and 
Crewkerne Pensioners’ 


Lorum last year, when she 
gave a presentation about 
prevention of the virus 
spread and to dispel some 
of the myths. In November 
Mrs Jane Barrie, OBE, 
Chairman of NHS Somer¬ 
set presented Mrs 
Howarth with a Staff 
Recognition Award for her 
outstanding commitment 
to reducing the spread of 


hospital acquired infec¬ 
tions. 

To proceed to the finals 
of the national award, she 
will have to give a 30 
minute presentation to a 
judging panel at the Lon¬ 
don headquarters of the 
Nursing Times Magazine 
next month. 

Commenting upon the 
toolkit and forthcoming 


presentation to award 
judges, the specialist nurse 
said: “It is imperative that 
we work together to min¬ 
imise the disruption to pa¬ 
tients, families and staff 
when Norovirus is in cir¬ 
culation. The virus is 
present all year round but 
there is an increased risk 
of outbreaks in winter 
when people are living 
and working more closely 
indoors. The key is 
prompt identification so 
the appropriate measures 
can be put in place, this in¬ 
cludes members of the 
public playing their part 
and avoiding visiting hos¬ 
pitals and care homes if 
experiencing symptoms of 
diarrhoea and vomiting. 

“This project has worked 
to increase public aware¬ 
ness and provide resources 
to staff to reduce the risk 
of outbreaks. Whilst I am 
delighted to have been 
shortlisted, the real prize is 
having fewer people suffer 
from the effects of out¬ 
breaks.” 

Norovirus is a naturally 
occurring virus within the 
community. However, 
when unwittingly brought 
into institutions like 
schools, hospitals, hotels 
and nursing homes it can 
rapidly spread amongst 
people causing unpleasant 
symptoms of sickness and 
diarrhoea. Without rapid 
infection control measures 
being put in place and 
everyone maintaining 
scrupulous personal hy¬ 
giene such as washing 
their hands after going to 
the toilet and staying away 
from others if experienc¬ 
ing diarrhoea and vomit¬ 
ing, outbreaks of infection 
can take days or even 
weeks to bring under con¬ 
trol. 

The annual cost and dis¬ 
ruption to NHS services 
alone amounts to many 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds each year.

There were 38 of us in the George Hotel 
one night. I have met more people 
through my dog than at school. 

• WHAT led you to become a dancer? 
My family are all into the sciences so 
dancing is something new but I was al¬ 
ways encouraged to do music and went 
into other performance arts. I think you 
have to have a passion and although I 
just gave up working with children in 
care which I loved, I have never stopped 
dancing. 

• WHICH style of dance do you prefer 
yourself? 

I love Salsa, it's so exuberant and expres¬ 
sive, you can be yourself and it's very so¬ 
ciable too. When I dance Salsa my 
troubles go out the window. I love teach¬ 
ing it too and although you don't have 
to have a partner to do the classes, I have 
seen it re-ignite some romances. 

• WHAT three things would you want 
on your desert island? 

I'd have to have music so I could dance, 
latin, and classical would be my absolute 
number one. My favourite drink from 
Spain which is non-alcoholic and very re¬ 
freshing, it's called hortchata and is 
made from tiger nuts.

bone solo of Solace by Scott 
Joplin raised several cheers. 

Although both musicians are used to performing 
with bands, they also enjoyed the challenge of play¬ 
ing as a duo. 

Jim said: "I like all different settings. Each one has 
its own challenges or opportunities. I love a full 
seven-piece band that's roaring away but in a set¬ 
ting like this, there's a lot of pressure because it's just 
the two of us. On the other hand, there is also a lot 
of freedom and the opportunity to improvise." 

The concert ended with rapturous applause and 
calls for more so the duo returned to play their final 
piece, the ever popular Tiger Rag.

Barnstaple Male Voice Choir

Tom Glover talks to top comedian Jo Caulfield ahead of her first visit to Bridport 


Your show is a "Tour Of Towns I've Heard Of But Never 
Been To" what have you heard about Bridport? 

To be honest - I know very little about Bridport. I've 
seen it on Location, Location, Location. I know PJ.Har¬ 
vey was born there. And several people from Bridport 
who follow me on Twitter have told me its nicknamed 
Notting Hill by The Sea. So I'm expecting to see a lot of 
hippy-ish looking men on the beach, flying kites while 
talking very LOUDLY on Blackberrys. 

What can people expect to see from your show? 

One review called the show a "celebration of anger". I 
liked that. 

This is a show I'm really proud of, there's a lot in it: my 
thoughts on relationships, dating, sex, my husband, my 
Irish mother, advice on how to deal with irritating peo¬ 
ple, bad service, international terrorism, celebrity per¬ 
fumes, reality TV, kids bedtime stories. 

And I don't mind showing what an idiot I can be. I've 
always done something stupid that I can share with the 
audience. I've got a ridiculous story of going to dinner 
with two complete strangers because I mistakenly 
thought I knew them. To add insult to injury I paid for 
the dinner. 

There's even a game and a special audience interac¬ 
tion piece at the end. 

Why did you decide to take up comedy? 

I fell into it! 

I went to see a friend do a 5 minute openspot at the 
Comedy Store, and even though he died on his arse I 
was hooked. The next day I went through Time Out 
Magazine, where all the comedy club were listed, and 
booked myself into a couple of open spots. 

I had no idea how to write jokes. I just scribbled down 
half a dozen things I'd said that made friends laugh. 

My first gig was a New Act competition at The Com¬ 
edy Cafe, Old St, London. Before the show I was so nerv¬ 
ous I ended up getting drunk. I have no idea what I said 
onstage. I don't even remember being on stage. But I 
won the competition. 


That makes me sound like I'm a natural. I wasn't. I was 
dreadful - but I must have been slightly less dreadful 
than everyone else on the bill that night. 

To be honest I knew so little about comedy I was 
under the delusion I was quite good, so I kept 
going. The truth is I wasn't even good enough to 
know how bad I was. 

That's what happens in the beginning. At 
first your excitement and enthusiasm can 
win over an audience. It's like any job; they 
let you off for a while because you're new 
but eventually they get pissed off that you 
still don't know what you're doing. 

A couple of months later another 
standup advised me that regular com¬ 
pering was one of the best ways to 
improve as a comic, so I saved my 
'waitressing tips', bought a 
cheap microphone & a 
small amplifier and 
opened my own com¬ 
edy club in the base- ' 
ment of a bar in North 
London. 

Do you wish you had 
entered the indus 
try earlier? 

No. Comedians 
need 'life experi¬ 
ence'before they 
can stand on 
stage and give 
their views. I'm 
not interested in 
'little boy' co¬ 
medians or their 
jokes about 
playing with an X- 
Box. 



I read that you gave yourself a two-year deadline to 
make a success of comedy, when did you realise it was 
something you could really make a go of? 

When the phone started ringing. I used to 
spend a couple of hours every day 
ringing round comedy clubs trying 
to get some work. Then one day 
there was a reversal and the clubs 
started phoning me. 

I remember getting booked for 
a show in Sheffield. I kept think¬ 
ing, "What? You're paying ME to 
go all the way to Sheffield? Why 
would you do that? Are you 
mental?" 

Do you think its tougher trying 
to make it as a female comic? 

When new female comics ask 
me that question I always say: 
Just work on being as funny 
and original as you can. Don’t 
think about the female thing- 
you’re a woman, that’s not 
going to change. 

And try not to dress too 
provocatively, it distracts from 
the comedy. 

Do you have any stories from 
horror gigs? 

On tour I set myself a challenge 
to try and write material spe¬ 
cific to the town I'm in. I like ex¬ 
ploring the town and pointing 
out to the locals things I've no¬ 
ticed about their High Street. It's 
great when I can talk about a 
pub or a shop and the whole au¬ 
dience knows it intimately. I did a 
show in Ipswich last year and told a 


true story about the bad service I'd received that after¬ 
noon in a local cafe. It turned out the man who owned 
the cafe was sitting in the audience and the grumpy 
waitress, who I'd slagged off, turned out to be his 
daughter! Luckily he agreed with me that she was a ter¬ 
rible waitress. 

You're a regular TV and radio show panelist, what are 
your favourite shows to work on? 

"Have I Got News ForYou"onTV, because Ian Hislopand 
Paul Merton are really nice people, and "Hot Gossip"on 
the radio because Claudia Winkleman is brilliant com¬ 
pany. 

What's your opinion on the exposure comedy is get¬ 
ting in the mainstream at the moment? 

Love it! Every time I appear on Michael McIntyre's Com¬ 
edy Roadshow or Mock The Week I get more people 
coming to see my LIVE shows. 

The only thing I would change is I'd let the comedi¬ 
ans do what they do onstage. There's a lot of shows 
where the producer will say, "Can you drop that rou¬ 
tine? And change that word. And don't say anything 
that will offend anyone" -1 just think, Well why did you 
book me? 

What advice would you give to aspiring comics? 

Respect the Art of Stand-Up Comedy. Study comedy. 
Study the construction of jokes. No matter how much 
you respect your favorite comedian do NOT copy their 
mannerisms or speech patterns. Be yourself. Read my 
website: "Things I've Learned As A Comedian" -1 post 
tips and answer emails about Stand-Up Comedy.

More seriously, a 72-year-old lady season 
ticket holder had her handbag searched by a 
male steward. She of course was most indig¬ 
nant and upset about this. 

The same senior official as mentioned above 
stated that examination of a lady's bag can 
only be done by a female steward. 

As the club carry out maintenance of the 
ground during the summer months I wonder 


why the electronic scoreboards in the ground 
do not work. 

Neither is working correctly. The one on the 
Cowlin Stand, where the circuit on one of the 
numbers indicating the minutes elapsed ap¬ 
pears to have failed, means every now and 
again you are not sure whether you are in the 
28th, 29th or 30th minute of the match. 

The other one behind the away fans at the 
Copse Road End, is supposed to show the 
team line-ups and have a clock, but only 
show the adverts. 

Both these have been faulty way before the 
end of last season. 

Wouldn't it to be better to spend some of 
the clubs money on repairing them, rather 
than paying unfit or injured former players 
(Martin Gritton and Rory Fallon) who the 
manager has only used as late replacements 
as substitutes, and then dispensed of their 
services?
